I of Jameson in my mitt and a stack of new nature guides on my knees, I had the sudden 
I revelation that aside from gaining 6 pounds and losing most of my hair, nothing has 
I really changed in my life. When I was 1 5, all I wanted to do was surf, go to punk shows 
I and travel. And of course foment revolutionary war in the US. I lived out of vans, read 
I books by dead European anarchists, listened to the Subhumans and surfed my brains 
I out in the most amazing places in North America. Now, on my 30th birthday, I’m living 
I out of an old truck on one of the best point breaks in the world. I listened to The Day 
I the Country Died twice and am wishing like hell me and KK and Jefe and Burke-0 and 
1 Erik and TT and the crew could be out watching Poison Idea play with the Cro Mags 
I and the Dog Faced Hermans at the Old X Ray cafe on Burnside. I just finished Jeanette 
I Winterson’s LIGHTHOUSE KEEPING and am fully ready to dust off the torches and the 
1 pitchforks and follow that bnHiant woman into insurgency. 

Sure, being 1 5 or it’s middle aged equivalent, isn't all shits and giggles. The world 
I baffles me more nght now as it did back then. Even with 1 5 more years, hundreds of 
I books, and hundreds of thousands of miles under my belt. I still don’t understand the 
I world. I don't understand how people can believe that a big grey haired Zeus looking 
I motherfucker created the world in six days, just as I don’t understand how scientists 
I can cling to the big bang theory, which is fraught with as much creationist bullshit as 
I anything ever dreamt up by Jerry Falwell. I don’t understand how otherwise sweet, 

I smart people can vote for anti-gay initiatives or join the military. The wide variety of 
I humans I've met and things I've seen have anything but clarified matters. 

A few days after my birthday and boom, here I am in Southern Mexico under a 
I tin roof in a crumbling mechanics shop. The booster pump on my clutch went out and 
1 I’m here for the closest thing to religious ecstasy I know: watching Mexican 
I mechanics work miracles with hopelessly ruined pieces of greasy plastic. I'm holding 
I the flask of bathwater warm Jamesons while Jose and Javier cut and paste and 
I engineer a replacement pump from scraps. The dear old Irish whiskey has lubricated 
I our tongues and we re chatting about life, love, regret and our respective lives. As it 
I turns out, we're all within a few months of our 30th birthdays. Jose got manied and 
I is trying to start his own business repairing brakes on semi-trucks. Javier just broke 
I up with his girlfriend and is going to run a few kilos of coke up to college kids in 
I Monterrey to pay for his passage to New Jersey. We talk about business and travels 
I and I try and sing a very sloppily translated version of Bom To Run before they turn 
I the question on me. How is my life different now that I'm 30? I unload everything I told 
I you about my missing Saturn Return and they both stop working and look at me with 
I more than a little bit of intensity. Jose leans into me and says, ‘Y Quo?’ 

I say *Y que I’m supposed to have a fucking clue about my life and the world and 
I shit. At least that’s what all the new agers tell me...' 

Jose steps back and says, “Are you happy? Do you want to be doing anything 
| else?’

Several misses, until one streak of paint slowly 
ran down the length of the message like a bloody nose. We raced away, fearful of what 
would happen if we were caught We got back to his place, dug a deep hole and buried 
all evidence of our deed. 

A week later we were back, with spray paint and a little more confidence. We had 
to climb the back of the billboard, every ounce of our flesh vibrating in anxiety for fear 
of being discovered. We scrawled Meat is Murder in large letters across the entire length 
of the cheeseburger which smiled so ominously above us. On the way back to our car, 
a person passed us on the road and we slammed ourbodies flat onto the ground, afraid 
they were a cop or an overly concerned citizen. Within twenty four hours, the message 
was painted over, and thus began our fight for the billboard Each time we got more an 
more determined, and by the third message, McDonalds got tired of replacing the ad, 
and we scored a victory. 

Eventually we convinced ourselves that animal liberation wasn’t the most pressing 
injustice in the world. Brice and I were living in New Orleans, where the street art game 
changed. Wc kept communicating on the street, from wheatpaste posters to spraypaint 
stencils, usually when we were pissed off about something or celebrating May Day. In 
the huge city, more people would see the images, and it was also more exhilarating, 
because there was realistically greater tear of getting caught Everytime I saw someone 
pass by us on a cell phone, I was convinced they were calling the police. We watched 
the movie Underground, a documentary about the Weatliermcri, which gave us a more 
mailing view gl the above ground uudeiuruund that actually exist:.

What communities do infoshops represent? Are we going to be fimited to a 
white, middle class, male-dominated activistenarchistitHink subculture? Will 
infoshops serve as a spark of real social change? What are we doing exactly? How 
do we get better involved in the community issues and not just be a clubhouse? 

This was a subtext to a workshop at the Infoshop gathering in BaMmore. This 
isn’t the first time I have been to a workshop like this. It isn’t the second either and 
I can’t even count how many times I've had conversations on the subject. R is an 
interesting one and I have heard a number of different views, but there is one common 
theme that I keep continuing to hear, and it is not one that I wholeheartedly agree with. 
The attitude wasn't vicious in this workshop, not like other expressions that I have 
heard, but it was there. It was that if your infoshop became an Anarchistyunk 
clubhouse, you are doing something wrong. 

R was in the opening personal introductions where Trey, my friend and 
roommate announces that He, for one, was ‘championing the Clubhouse mentality’, 
this caused a bit of a stir, as it was definitely out of the general dominate mentality 
of the workshop. As the workshop went on. there was discussion about how 
disappointing it was that people's goals for “involvement with the community’ were 
unfulfilled. ‘The community’ as a catchphrase is mentioned often- this ambiguous 
title for those who reside around an infoshop and its proclaimed “target audience*. 
An interesting point that was brought up was from a person from San Francisco. He 
was responding to the group's thoughts of what “the community’ is, and at this time 
the workshop was focusing on race dynamics. He was discussing a space in the 
Mission and the Latino punk kids that hung out there, raising a question of whether 
they could be considered part of the community. A lot were not originafly from the 
Mission and came to this space because they identify as anarchist punks They had 
migrated, as many or most punks do, to centers of their adopted culture and were 
pnmarily staying in that community. I could see this had stumped many people as 
there is a mentality aiming to move away from building anarchisVfKink spaces- and 
if a project becomes such it is seen as a failure It was then that I started thinking again 
of why it such a fuckin’ sin to identify as a ‘punk* in activist circles in the USA. 

I have wondered where this ‘punkaphobic* mentality has come from and the 
effects that it has brought on to the punk community and culture. In many activist 
circles, punk is viewed as a phase that one goes through until you graduate to proper 
activist roles. The punk ‘culture* is one to pass through, ‘grow-up’ and leave. The 
very idea that someone can keep their punk identity and still do serious politic asocial 
justice work is seen as an anomaly. There is social pressure among activist circles 
to put a punk past behind you The outcome for American anachrypunks is an effort 
to more away from their culture, to blend into a more mainstream political leftist- 
activist counter-culture. This creates and age imbalance in the ranks, as the older 
population disappears. Therefore, the American anarchopunk culture remains a 
primarily "youth culture* and never reaches a stage where it has generational 
longevity. 

This phenomenon is not a universal role, and it is common to find multigenera- 
tional anarchopunktrusty communities in other countries. In my own personal 
experience I've seen this across Europe, where a political punktraveter identity is 
often maintained beyond the years of youth. I here isn’t the social pressure to make 
this transition, both in terms of other active political groups or the greater society at 
large. The entitlements given by the social welfare states create an added economic 
pressure release The punk culture continues building their own political counter- 
culture across communities in Europe. 

Here in the US the activist situation is radically different, and you can find 
numerous examples of punkaphobic behavior, forcing away a potential radical 
movement among the punks, and causing friction among their respective ranks. For 
example, the idea of a space for counter-culture groups to identify with and hold as 
a social space is looked at by most activists as an invalid activity, a wasteful project, 
and one that only helps "those of privilege* instead of the “community*. 

One reason for this prejudice is because of the social habits and beliefs that 
many anarcho-punks maintain. Many of these traits are distinct to them and perhaps 
exclusionary to some, but this is because of their created lifestyle that challenges 
mainstream materialism, social behaviors, and beauty standards. This needs to be 
respected in order to build true solidarity for all disadvantaged groups. Diversity 
needs to be acknowledged as a trait that should be respected by everyone, 
regardless of gender, race, or sexual identity 1 very culture has there own norms, 
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stopped for whiskey on the way and lost track of time? Maybe it got pulled over by 
the cops lor having a broken taiRight and when they ran its ID, an old warrant popped 
up? Maybe my poor dear Saturn Return is rotting in some jail somewhere eating 
baloney sandwiches and lamenting the tact that the massive changes it had planned 
for my life are ail sitting in a manila envelope behind the booking counter? 

In any event, it either hasn’t arrived or if it did. I inadvertently put it on backwards, 
‘cuz damn, as I look back at my life. I'm more like a 1 5 year old now then when I was 
15. It’s entirely possible that not only am I not getting more mature and wise. I'm 
actually getting younger and more naive. The other night, as I turned 30 with a flask 
of Jameson in my mitt and a stack of new nature guides on my knees. I had the sudden 
revelation that aside from gaining 6 pounds and losing most of my hair, nothing has 
reaty changed in my life. When I was 1 5, all I wanted to do was surf, go to punk shows 
and travel. And of course foment revolutionary war in the US. I lived out of vans, read 
books by dead European anarchists, listened to the Subhumans and surfed my brains 
out in the most amazing places in North America. Now. on my 30th birthday, I’m living 
out of an old truck on one of the best point breaks in the world. I listened to The Day 
the Country Died twice and am wishing like he« me and KK and Jefe and Burke-0 and 
Erik and TT and the crew could be out watching Poison Idea play with the Cro Mags 
and the Dog Faced Hermans at the Old X Ray cafe on Burnside. I just finished Jeanette 
Winterson's LIGHTHOUSE KEEPING and am fully ready to dust off the torches and the 
pitchforks and follow that brilliant woman into insurgency. 

Sure, being 1 5 or it's middle aged equivalent, isn't all shits and giggles. The world 
baffles me more right now as it did back then. Even with 1 5 more years, hundreds of 
books, and hundreds of thousands of miles under my belt. I still don’t understand the 
world. I don't understand how people can believe that a big grey haired Zeus looking 
motherfucker created the world in six days, just as I don't understand how scientists 
can cling to the big bang theory, which is fraught with as mucbcreationist bullshit as 
anything ever dreamt up by Jerry Falwell. I don’t understand how otherwise sweet, 
smart people can vote for anti-gay initiatives or join the military. The wide variety of 
humans I've met and things I've seen have anything but clarified matters. 

A few days after my birthday and boom, here I am in Southern Mexico under a 
tin roof in a crumbling mechanics shop. The booster pump on my clutch went out and 
I’m here for the closest thing to religious ecstasy I know: watching Mexican 
mechanics work miracles with hopelessly ruined pieces of greasy plastic.

We talk about business and travels 
and I try and sing a very sloppily translated version of Bom To Run before they turn 
the question on me. How is my life different now that I’m 30? I unload everything I told 
you about my missing Saturn Return and they both stop working and look at me with 
more than a little bit of intensity. Jose leans into me and says, “Y Que?" 

I say *Y que I’m supposed to have a fucking clue about my life and the world and 
shit. At least that's what all the new agers tell me..." 

Jose steps back and says, "Are you happy? Do you want to be doing anything 
else?" 

I get a bit miffed, take another swallow of whiskey and say. "Yeah. I'm happy as 
fuck. Give me good friends, good places and good hardcore shows and I’ll be the 
happiest motherfucker in the world." 

They both look at each other and then back at me, “So if you’re fucking happy, 
why bother changing anything, right? If your Saturn Return did show up, it’s probably 
just fuck everything up, right? What does it matter if you don’t understand everything 
in the world? If you knew everything in the world you’d either be Jesus Christo or a 
liar. We all just do what we can with what destino gives us. If you got good work, good 
friends and a city with tons of good hardcore shows fucking, run with it. In the end, 
nothing else matters but happiness." 

Twenty minutes later, my two new pals had finished off creating, modifying, 
remodifying and finally installing a custom, handbuilt clutch pump, thus giving me 


would happen if we were caught. We got back lo his place, dug a deep hole and buried 
all evidence of our deed. 

A week later we were back, with spray paint and a little more confidence. We had 
to climb the back of the billboard, every ounce of our flesh vibrating in anxiety for fear 
of being discovered. We scrawled Meat is Murder in large letters across the entire length 
of the cheeseburger which smiled so ominously above us. On the way back to our car, 
a person passed us on the road and we slammed our bodies flat onto the ground, afraid 
they were a cop or an overly concerned citizen. Within twenty four hours, the message 
was painted over, and thus began our fight for the billboard. Each time we got more an 
more determined, and by the third message, McDonalds got tired of replacing the ad, 
and we scored a victory. 

Eventually we convinced ourselves that animal liberation wasn't the most pressing 
injustice in the world. Brice and I were living in New Orleans, where the street art game 
changed. We kept communicating on the street, from wheatpaste posters to spraypaint 
stencils, usually when we were pissed off about something or celebrating May Day. In 
the huge city, more people would see the images, and it was also more exhilarating, 
because there was realistically greater fear of getting caught. Everytime I saw someone 
pass by us on a cell phone, I was convinced they were calling the police. We watched 
the movie Underground; a documentary about the Weathermen, which gave us a more 
realistic view of the above-ground underground that actually exists. I decided to get 
some tattoos because I realized I wasn’t doing the things you actually need to go 
underground for. 

There were a couple years where I didn't put up a single flyer unless it was for a punk 
show. But when I moved to Providence, I decided to get back in the habit. I love seeing 
art on the street, next to scrawled conspiracy theorists rants posted up on telephone 
poles, business cards speaking to stay at home mothers who need extra cash, and 
graffiti tags claiming someone's need for visibility. Now I'm in love with putting art on 
the telephone poles and electrical boxes as the truly free places for self expression, even 
if it doesn’t lead to total liberation. 


intelligent." I think it applies to big things like physically uprooting your hfe or choosing 
to go to school, and less tangible things like really opening yourself up in a relationship 
or doing a lot of soul-searching. 

It’s not that : can’t settle down or always need things to change. Compared to a lot 
of people, I have a pretty stable life these days, which I have come to appreciate. It’s 
really about living with courage and getting the most out of my life. To quote the 
aforementioned dude; “Courage is risking the known for the unknown, the familiar for 
the unfamiliar, the comfortable for the uncomfortable, arduous pilgrimage to some 
unknown destination. " By living courageously, you give up the fear of making mistakes. 

I don’t even think I believe in mistakes. I might call a certain past relationship of mine a 
mistake, but then I never would have moved to Finland and had all of the experiences that 
came along with that decision If it’s true that our experiences help shape who we are, 
then I might be a different person now living a different life. Of course I can’t say if one 
life would be better than another since I wouldn’t know what this life was like, but this 
feels right I’m passionate about and immensely interested in the work that I do; I’m able 
to support myself; I have afew wonderful friends; I have love that gets stronger overtime. 
I have a lot hard-won self-awareness that helps me realize and work towards what I really 
want in life. 

I sometimes think about those critical turning points in my life, particularly the 
turning points that arose from my decisions, as opposed to external circumstances 
forced on me. Deciding to drop out of college in 1 996 is one that always comes to mind. 
If I hadn’t dropped out, I’d have a degree in something I’m not interested in anymore; I 
probably never would have rode trains and traveled across the country, never met John, 
never moved to Finland, maybe never lived in Colorado and on and on I can’t imagine 
missing all that. I’m not going to talk about destiny. I don’t know if things are meant to 
happen. But I sometimes wonder if things are meant to happen, do the moments, the 
little details and choices, really matter? Would another moment of chancethoice 
inevitably arise? Would everything turn out the same? Maybe it’s not that things are 
meant to happen through some cosmic force, but our deepest desires drive our lives and

There isn’t the social pressure to make I 
this transition, both in terms of other active political groups orthe greater society at I 
large. The entitlements given by the social welfare states create an added economic I 
pressure release The punk culture continues building their own political counter- I 
culture across communities in Europe. 

Here in the US the activist situation is radically different, and you can find 
numerous examples of punkaphobic behavior, forcing away a potential radical 
movement among the punks, and causing Jnction among their respective ranks. For 
example, the idea of a space for counter-culture groups to identify with and hold as 
a social space is looked at by most activists as an invalid activity, a wasteful project, 
and one that only helps "those of privilege" instead of the ‘community’. 

One reason for this prejudice is because of the social habits and beliefs that 
many anarcho-punks maintain. Many of these traits are distinct to them and perhaps 
exclusionary to some, but this is because of their created lifestyle that challenges 
mainstream materialism, social behaviors, and beauty standards. This needs to be 
respected in order to build true solidarity for all disadvantaged groups. Diversity 
needs to be acknowledged as a trait that should be respected by everyone; 
regardless of gender, race, or sexual identity. Every culture has there own norms, 
languages and methods of acting and simply because one group finds your norms 
strange doesn't mean you are obligated to eliminate them. Sometimes I really can't 
believe it has become such a widespread and promoted activity to attack punk. How 
individuals that try to be so respectful ot marginal cultures feel completely justified 
attacking punk culture and those who live that life. Asking punks to give up their 
created identity, is a cultural genocide of its own. It is an attack of the desired artistic 
sensibilities arid social behavior of a group - it is a statement that anarchopunk’s 
merits are invalid and not worth surviving. This is a shame and shows serious flaws 
in the solidarity of radical cultures in the USA. Just because a space is founded and 
carries an anarchoftunk attitude doesn't have to mean that it is totally exclusionary 
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to the outlying community, and I say this because I have seen numerous examples 
where this has not been so. 

The outcome of developing of a primarily anarchcyjjunk space is not one of pure 
exclusion, as many anachc^unk have a true desire to reach out to other proletariat 
groups around them. Through social events, food distribution, and basic hanging 
out, bonds are made between the punks and “the community". These bonds 
routinely create social support networks between the different groups and this is 
when cultural and political beliefs are shared. A good deal of anarchist ideas have 
been passed on to other groups through their informal and neighborly interaction. I 
have seen true bonds of social support and respect form between anarchist punks, 
and the communities behind them, even when the punks didn’t hide their freak flag 
or colors. 

This makes me think about what people mean when they talk about “the 
community". Too often “the community" becomes some blanket statement, for 
other groups that share the neighborhoods with activists^narchists^unks. The idea 
the “the community’ is one group is ridiculous, as in every neighborhood there are 
multiple factions and cultures, all with their own visions and desires. Sometimes it 
carries a tone of "us" and "them," like all others besides activists^narchists^unks 
are a homogenous population just waiting for intervention. This attitude of conver- 
sion bothers me. Instead I feel that a sharing of beliefs is a better way of interaction. 
Maybe people need to ‘kick it* with others who live in their community - talking about 
what everyone is about will strengthen ties among people. Sometimes I think some 
activists suffer from an attitude of self-importance- assuming (or wanting) the world 
to revolve around them and their cause, instead of looking at what everyone’s world 
would revolve around. There shouldn’t ever be a “savior" mentality, and conde- 
scending tones shouldn’t be spoken. Instead, what really needs to happen is some 
basic interaction with those around the space that is created. Show people what you 
are about, not just in the words that you say. 

View infoshops for what they are - a place for information about radical thought 
by a group of individuals who are active within it. If these people are from an anarcho' 
punk background and identify with this, the infoshop will take on this identity. 
Infoshops can be seen as hubs of activity of anarchist culture- like how other groups 
have churches, meeting halls, bars, parks etc. These are gathering places of people 
who have similar ideas, and provide basic social support. When living in a 
marginalized culture, with a degree of separation from your birth families, these 
networks can be of utmost importance. Punk is a culture, and can be a substitute 
family for many people. Anarchafjunk is truly a worldwide phenomena; I have s$en 
this personally from both my travels and the correspondences I keep. I have gone to 
many anarchist infoshops, in many different countries, and found a temporary home, 
and people to relate too. Many times the simple fact that we have the same cultural 
identification has led to me to people who I would have never crossed paths without 
this common trait. This is important, and this should not be downplayed or ignored.

Every new idea that has brought humanity forward has been fought against 
viciously by people in power. Every new generation faces more insidious forms of 
social control, but still, the march towards freedom continues on. 

There are so many bad things said about anarchism, I would have to write a whole 
book to talk about them all, so here I am just going to discuss two of the most prevalent 
arguments against it. First, people say it is an impractical, but beautiful ideal. Second, 
that anarchism Stands for violence and destruction. Both of these are wronq. 

What is practicality? Many people define it something that can happen in the 
existing conditions of society; but since the existing conditions are exactly what 
anarchism objects to, we have a different definition. We ask ourselves, is it something 
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agree that the main evil today is an economic one, but they maintain that the solution to 
that evil can only be brought about through the consideration of every phase of life, — 
individual as well as the collective; the internal as well as the external. 

People must begin to see that individual and social needs are not inherently in 
conflict with each other. The individual is the heart of society, conserving the essence 
of social life; society is the lungs which are distributing the element to keep the life 
essence pure and strong 

People must throw off the religiously based idea that humans are dependent on 
superior powers. Both religion and the State demand surrender, they demand that 
mankind must not become conscious of himself. 

Religion is the domination of the human mind; property is the domination of human 
needs; and government is the domination of human conduct. 

People tend to get nitpicky about the details of what is meant by ‘property is theft*. 
This concept was meant as a larger critique of an economically exploitative society, and 
shouldn’t be brought down to the level it is commonly debated - “what if I want to keep 
my..’ 

Property owners was used as another word for people who owned the means of 
production - the bosses and the rulers of the world who gain wealth off the labors of the 
poor and working classes. 

America is boastful of her great power and enormous national wealth, but what is 
the point of wealth when so many people live without hope or joy, robbed of the power 
of free initiative, of originality, and when so many people still live in poverty. Real wealth 
consists in things of utility and beauty, in things that help to create strong, beautiful 
bodies and surroundings inspiriting to live in. But if humans are doomed to spend their 
time in meaningless work, there can be no talk of wealth. 

In an Anarchist world, people would be able to realize theirfull potential. They would 
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my own: to address the anarchist com- 
munity to see the systemicoppression of 
neglecting the needs of the radical par- 
ents, child-care givers, and children in 
their scene. I feel that most anarchists are 
eager to embrace community building; 
they don’t want to be just a scene of 
twenty-somethings in a movement that 
one grows up and leaves, but part of an 
ongoing culture of resistance. Yet if you 
look around, the presence of children and 
parents is very small; they are often pushed 
out because they are unsupported. 

Talking among other radical par- 
ents I see how much we have grown in our 
new roles; most of us weren’t very aware 
or good allies for radical parents before 
we had children of our own. A lot of 
childcare is a learned behavior, not some- 
thing you immediately know how to do. 
But as we are segregated into unequal and 
often similar age based groups with un- 
equal privilege in this country, most 
people’s exposure in watchingdeaming 
how to interact w:th the young in non- 
oppressive ways • nimal at best. I like 
to address the young and childfree rather 
than radical parents who have already 
researched these subjects; I feel those 
without kids have greater energyfeotential 
to enlist as allies. That it’s more important 
to create support networks within the en- 
tire radical community then just try to 
create support networks with other par- 
ents whose main problem is being stresseckbumt out with childcare because of— 
ultimately— the lack of community support for non-oppression childcare 

This May, my collaborator and I took the train up to the Anarchist Bookfair in Montreal 
with our daughters, to sell zines and do our workshop. That was really an adventure! My 
daughter, Nadja (age 1 8) took over the zine table as she is a zinester of her own now and 
Vikki's daughter Siu Loong (age 5) took part in the Kidz Program provided for the weekend. 
That was a big part of why we came: hearing about the great Kidz Program Invasion that 
happened last year, with exciting workshops for parents, children, and even a kids parade! 

The trip energized me when I returned to my city . I was inspired by what I saw in Canada 
and certainly didn't take notes on how to provide childcare at events but before I realized 
it was deep in the organizing of my own Radical Kidz Corner for the Mid-Atlantic Radical 
Bookfair in Baltimore! I guess I was listening to my own talk about the importance of 
providing childcare; now that my arms were free and my daughter 18 - shouldn’t that 
audience include me? 

When I was attending a workshop in Montreal, after we had given ours, I heard a baby 
cry. Ok, here it is, I thought, the prime example of what we were talking about. A room full 
of people, a single mother, the baby cries and the mother will feel compelled to leave the 
meeting, missing out and alone in the hallway. How will we all handle it? The mother seemed 
very at ease, confident she stood up to bounce the baby and listened more to the speaker. 
As the baby could not be settled, her friend came forward and offered to take the baby out 
to the hall so the mother could listen. I followed. (It was too crowded in there anyway) and 
spoke to her. Told her how great I thought she was, we had just been part of a workshop 
on the subject. I wound up holding Volia (her friend spoke little English but she wrote the 
baby’s naihie down for me and tried to interpret her names meaning, that it meant freedom 
and the will in Russian.) so she could go back and listen, and that was my little lesson. I 
forgot what it was like to hold a baby. How giving they are, just relax in your arms, it's a 
strange feelino of ease. How heavv thev aet and how thev make vou hot with their additional 


be able to chose what work was meaningful to them. Economically, it would be based 
on voluntary productive and distributive associations, gradually developing into free 
communism, as the best means of producing with the least waste of human energy. 

Governments are steeped in injustice. They want to turn people into unthinking 
robots. They destroy the social relationship, and their main purpose is to protect property 
and ruling classes. Some people think governments are necessary to keep order, but 
order derived from submission and maintained by force are not the best kinds of order. 
True social harmony comes when people have shared interests, and in a society where 
some people work all the time and can still hardly support theirfamilies and other people 
don’t do shit but are richerthan hell, you can hardly expect them to have shared interests. 

Governments and laws don’t stop crime. Governments are the ones that go to war 
and commit the worst crimes of all. Most crime is committed because people are forced 
to live lives they hate, and do things that are unfulfilling. Laws aren’t going to help. What 
we need to do is rid the world of despair and poverty. 

What about human nature? Are humans inherently wonderful or inherently wicked? 
Who knows. If you study caged animals in a zoo you're not going to find out their true 
nature. People are animals in captivity. Only once we are truly free will we be able' to see 
humanities true potentials. 

Anarchism stands for the liberation of the human mind from the domination of 
religion; the liberation of the human body from the dominion of property; liberation from 
the shackles and restraint of government and commercialism. Anarchism stands for a 
social order based on the free grouping of individuals for the purpose of producing real 
social wealth; an order that will guarantee every human access to the necessities of life, 
according to individual desires, tastes, and inclinations. 

Anarchism is not going to come about through divine intervention. It is a living force

I readari essay called “Linking Movements, Linking Lives” by Cherry Galette and was 
amazed by her ability to link issues together as well as by her critique of systemic 
oppression. In ‘Don’t Leave Your Friends Behind," the workshops on supporting women 
and children that Vikki Law and I have been giving this summer, one thing I keep saying is 
that supporting a woman's right to have a child is as important as supporting a woman’s 
right to have an abortion; if one is truly pro-choice, there has to be a choice. 

Cherry quotes Loretta Ross ‘Choices are for people who have them, and lots of people 
don't.* She examines economic privilege and poverty while discussing the common ground 
between reproduction rights, queer liberation, trans liberation movements. She discusses 
the struggles of recipients of public benefits, immigrants, female bodied people of color, 
farm workers, people in recovery from substance abuse, incarcerated individuals, and 
others.

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*' again, or back to that powerless place like when you were a child. But I generally help 
out with children around me because, like James Generic put it “It's the right thing to do’’ . 
Then afterwards find I actually enjoy and learn from the experience, and create bonds. 
Its fun, not as hard as you think. 

I first went to one of the Mid-Atlantic Radical Bookfair planning meetings to inquire, 
as a representative of parenting and children’s needs, how Kidz Corner was coming 
along. I told them that childcare is a really important thing, politically speaking. That I 
understood it was difficult to organize — I myself knew nothing of it and am not the 
activist organizer type— but that it is as important to plan as these other human needs 
like food and housing, and they should look into it for next year. This year, at least it was 
agreed that we would have a child friendly space, for parents to use, and perhaps 
spontaneously come up with some mutual aid childcare. 

At the second meeting, I told them that I would like to take charge of Kidz Comer; 
my goal was to enlist childcare for the whole event; I wasn’t sure if I could achieve that 
but that this would be a start for next year. (They originally said they had wanted to 
support children’s issues, but were too busy, didn’t know how to, and didn’t have 
anyone to take charge of it.) Talking with the organizers I had realized how adept I was 
for this task. And I, like how many organizers start, I am sure, realized if I didn’t do it, it 
wouldn't happen. There had never been organized childcare at any radical bookfair or 
anarchist gathering in Baltimore before. Now that I don’t have a child biting on my ankle, 
I find I can be very effective as an allie. I have a new cool perspective on things now that 
I’m not as personally involved and can understand more what it's like to be childfree. (I'm 
a “bachelor mom" - a term I coined for myself last year when my daughter started going 
out into the world, leaving me with a strangely empty nest). 

I can go to every meeting I choose, not worried about bedtime and little ones’ needs 
and listen without interruption while representing parents and children’s needs. As I 
address the non child experienced concerns (but parents can’t leave their children, what 
about the liability? what if kids run down the hallway? How do we talk to them?) I find 
myself learning all along the way— like how I learned to be more respectful in a bilingual 
culture— how my actions affect others and what it takes to organize an event. It felt good 
to be involved with others, I found skills in myself I hadn't known I had, as my resources 
widened. 

And you know what? Kidz Comer was a massive success! I started organizing 
insanely late (a month before the event) but managed to coordinate over 20 hours of 
childcare over the course of three days for approximately 25 kids with 20 plus volunteers 
doing childcare and with activities for children (well the button making workshop was 
for all ages but taught by a nine year old). I created a really welcoming visible space that 
was well used and we even had our own children's parade! I had many conversations 
on subjects dear to my heart, with many people who were new to these thoughts and 
found themselves pulled into the project. I took advantage of the resources, good will, 
and ripeness of the cause of children’s rights and radical parenting and created a space 
these efforts could come together, to provide support for the parents and children 
attending the event and towards all-ages community building. The experiment, to pull 
from the energy of the childfree (who predominantly made up the childcare volunteers) 

- was a massive success. Parents, attendees and organizers thanked me. 

The time has come to write an essay about how I did it and lessons learned, but I 
find myself not knowing exactly how I did it except that I did it with a massive outpouring 
of energy, time, and love, on my part. How to recreate that? Basically I drew on the 
energy of the bookfair and the organizer’s resources. They picked out the space, gave 
me the room, sent people my way, and let me bounce my ideas off them at the weekly 
bookfair-planning meeting. (Which also made me available to contribute child-friendly 
feedback on little details of planning, all along the way.

There are so many bad things said about anarchism, I would have to write a whole 
book to talk about them all, so here I am just going to discuss two of the most prevalent 
arguments against it. First, people say it is an impractical, but beautiful ideal. Second, 
that anarchism stands for violence and destruction. Both of these are wrong. 

What is practicality? Many people define it something that can happen in the 
existing conditions of society; but since the existing conditions are exactly what 
anarchism objects to, we have a different definition. We ask ourselves, is it something 
that has vitality enough to leave the stagnant waters of the old, and build as well as 
sustain new life? If you look at it this way, Anarchism is definitely practical! 

As far as destruction and violence goes, those are things anarchism is fighting 
against. We are fighting against the violence of ignorance. 

It requires less mental effort to condemn than to think. We ask you to think. 

Definition; Anarchism; the philosophy of a new social order based on liberty 
unrestricted by man-made law; the theory that all forms of government rest on 
violence, and are therefore wrong and harmful, as well as unnecessary. 

Our society is based on materialism and economic growth. Many anarchists 
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be able to chose what work was meaningful to them. Economically, it would be based 
on voluntary productive and distributive associations, gradually developing into free 
communism, as the best means of producing with the least waste of human energy. 

Governments are steeped in injustice. They want to turn people into unthinking 
robots. They destroy the social relationship, and their main purpose is to protect property 
and ruling classes. Some people think governments are necessary to keep order, but 
order derived from submission and maintained by force are not the best kinds of order. 
True social harmony comes when people have shared interests, and in a society where 
some people work all the time and can still hardly support theirfamilies and other people 
don't do shit but are richer than hell, you can hardly expect them to have shared interests. 

Governments and laws don't stop crime. Governments are the ones that go to war 
and commit the worst crimes of all. Most crime is committed because people are forced 
to live lives they hate, and do things that are unfulfilling. Laws aren't going to help. What 
we need to do is rid the world of despair and poverty. 

What about human nature? Are humans inherently wonderful or inherently wicked? 
Who knows. If you study caged animals in a zoo you’re not going to find out their true 
nature. People are animals in captivity. Only once we are truly free will we be able to see 
humanities true potentials. 

Anarchism stands for the liberation of the human mind from the domination of 
religion; the liberation of the human body from the dominion of property; liberation from 
the shackles and restraint of government and commercialism. Anarchism stands for a 
social order based on the free grouping of individuals for the purpose of producing real 
social wealth; an order that will guarantee every human access to the necessities of life, 
according to individual desires, tastes, and inclinations. 

Anarchism is not going to come about through divine intervention. It is a living force 
in our life, constantly changing. There are no iron-clad rules. Methods must grow out of 
the economic and social needs in each place and time. Some may take a serene, Tolstoy 
like approach, some an intense, Bakuninistic type approach. Different methods, 
temperaments, and strategies are part of what anarchism is about. We do not want to 
create a uniform society, or a uniform social movement where everyone is forced to 
follow the same line. Anarchism stands for the spirit of revolt, in whatever form, against 
everything that hinders human growth, that opposes the political and commercial 
machinery as a means of bringing about great social change, living the truth, recon- 
structing the world, and someday Anarchy will usher in the Dawn!

twenty-somethings in a movement that 
one grows up and leaves, but part of an 
ongoing culture of resistance. Yet if you 
look around, the presence of children and 
parents is very small; they are often pushed 
out because they are unsupported.

I was inspired by what I saw in Canada 
and certainly didn’t take notes on how to provide childcare at events but before I realized 
it was deep in the organizing of my own Radical Kidz Corner for the Mid-Atlantic Radical 
Bookfair in Baltimore! I guess I was listening to my own talk about the importance of 
providing childcare; now that my arms were free and my daughter 18 - shouldn’t that 
audience include me? 

When I was attending a workshop in Montreal, after we had given ours, I heard a baby 
cry. Ok, here it is, I thought the prime example of what we were talking about. A room full 
of people, a single mother, the baby cries and the mother will feel compelled to leave the 
meeting, missing out and alone in the hallway. How will we all handle it? The mother seemed 
very at ease, confident she stood up to bounce the baby and listened more to the speaker. 
As the baby could not be settled, her friend came forward and offered to take the baby out 
to the hall so the mother could listen. I followed. (It was too crowded in there anyway) and 
spoke to her. Told her how great I thought she was, we had just been part of a workshop 
on the subject. I wound up holding Volia (her friend spoke little English but she wrote the 
baby’s name down for me and tried to interpret her names meaning, that it meant freedom 
and the will in Russian.) so she could go back and listen, and that was my little lesson. I 
forgot what it was like to hold a baby. How giving they are, just relax in your arms, it’s a 
strange feeling of ease. How heavy they get and how they make you hot with their additional 
body heat! And I had no extra hand to get off my jacket and couldn't use the bathroom until 
I placed her back in caring arms. It made me appreciate how much work it is to simply hold 
an infant and what a good thing it is to give a mum a break. And also, there was a special 
feeling, of getting to know a little person.

Neither am I trying to make anybody feel insecure about the people they 
like to screw, and I know that straight-looking relationships can be very, very queer 
between the sheets. But I also know that I have felt a bit lonely at times and that I feel extra 
tfiotivated to rock out with a bunch of queer punx to some really mind-blowing bands this 
Ida Fruit Jam as a part of knocking that loneliness to fucking mars. No doubt I am not the 
only person who feels that way— I think what happens at the Fruit Jam keeps some of us 
going all year long.

This is a story of a teenage girl from the 
suburbs of Toronto, set in the early 90s, 
who wants nothing but to play guitar. Told 
through only journal entries, a format that initially I was leery of, but immediate fell captive to 
and was unable to tear myself away from, she suffers through the angst of earty high school, 
nasty classmates, crushes, and the cassette tapes she picks up downtown. Marlie is 
obsessed with female musicians and wants to play the guitar like Chrissy Hynde.

different way.) But what I loved about reading this was the pure honesty of it. Most people 
don’t share their most vulnerable insecurities, and yet reading this book was like reading a 
real diary of a girl with a lot of motivation amidst the usual teen insecurities while being 
exposed to a world of feminism and queer relation- 
ships and the merging worlds of punk rock and riot 
grrl. What I loved about reading this is that I could 
really relate to this. And it made me feel kinda inspired 
at the same time. I have read a few books of late, 
about teenage boys back in the 80s, going through 
their rebellion and discovering of a band that saved 
their life, and as teen rebellion and the salvation of 
punk rocR has it’s common denominators, and as a 
punk kid of the 80s, I related to those stories, ulti- 
mately they were about boys who being boys had a 
much different experienced simply because of that.

After a move to Philadelphia and bolstering their 
sound with a second guitar, WITCH HUNT offer 
up their second full length release on Profane 
Existence.
